Farmers who never keep accounts,
and of course are nearly always
in debe yearly, have enormous
store bills to surprise them.

They doubt the honesty of mer-
chants, and funmilies are berated for
extravaganco,

Receipts and expenditures are
never nued 5 the profits and losses
in any branch of fll.rlllill% are un
known,  Unconsciously debta mul
tiply, for it requires much less
time und ability to dispose of
money than to nequire it. Ac-
counts properly kept, wonld ad
monish them when tospend and to
chieek up. Carelessness in one
particular is apt to foster and be,

-Every one has seen
bntter, and most persons are fond
of it; but it is doubtful whether
many persons know how butter is
made. If you ask your mother,
she perhaps would tell you that it
is made by ehurmng milk, If your
curiosity wo-inilk is' churnéa, snbs
might not be able to tell you.

Butter is made from milk,
which everybodv knows is white.
The reason milk is white is be-
cauge it is composed mainly of
water and oil. These are wmixed
together and form whagt is ealled
an emulsi n.  If yon will put
some water and cil in a vial and
ehake it, the water and oil will
look wlhrite, just like milk. Milk
is nearly all water. The oil that
it contains is covered up in littls
sacks of a substunce culled casein,
These being lighter than water,
rise' to the top, and are called
crean.  Churning breaks these
sacks and permits the oil or butter
u8 it is called to float on the top
of the milk. Shaking milk turns
it sour, becanse the sugar whicl
i8 in it unites with the uxygen of
the air aud turns it to lactic acid.
